2. I called on Prime Minister De Quay 11 AM October 23. He 
told me he had been informed last night by Van Tuyll essential 
points President's speech. I told him our copy of speech 
varied in slight detail from speech delivered by President 
and promised deliver final text as soon as possible. I also 
drew his attention to President's remarks at September 13 

press conference. 


3. I informed Prime Minister I had been requested by my 
government to assure him information we had regarding missiles 
and missile bases in Cuba was factual and that detailed infor- 
mation regarding this was being given to Ambassador Van Roijen. 
I also told him we would. keep him fully informed of all develop- 
ments, as well as their Ambassador in Washington. 


4, Prime Minister stated|he felt emphatically that action 
taken by our government, In view of circumstances, was righ 
and correct; that this was a situation which could not be 
— tolerated 
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Olerated and could be extremely harmful, not only to the eat 
US but to rest of free world. Prime Minister wondered if 

Russians might not try use Berlin as trading issue.} He 

seemed pleased when I pointed to President's statement 

that any threat anywhere in the world and in Berlin in 

particular would be met with determination. . 


5. Prime Minister said he would reserve any comments fron 
his government to Parliament until there were further 
developments. He stated it would be very helpful if they 
were kept fully informed of developments, since it would 
greatly assist them in government's relations with Parliament, 
As I was leaving, he again stated that, although this pre- 
sented grave situation, he |was pleased our government had 
taken firm stand against Russian aggression. 
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
